China’s advice to Russia about the J 
United States—“let s you and him i 
fight’’—is getting the same prac­ 
tical answer: Nothing doing. 
Premier Khrushchev this week 
turned down Mao Tze-tung’s mid- 
March invitation to Peking and 
instead invited him to Moscow. 
This is like saying the general 
never goes to see a private. 
But, while Khrushchev also gave 
Mao some advice on first things 
first, it’s easy to see why the 
Russian won’t let the Chinese sic 
him on the United States. 
Although Russia and Red China 
are neighbors of the Great Eur­ 
asian land mass. Russia has all 
the nuclear weapons, China none. 
This makes Russia a potential 
threat to China, even though both 
are Communist. 
It’s already been demonstrated 
—in Albania, Yugoslavia, Poland, 
and above all in the Russian- 
Chinese 
split—that 
communism 
doesn t mean unity. Nationalism, 
running deeper, is the stronger 
force. 
The Russians and Chinese are 
nationalists before they are Com­ 
munist. Their mutual communism 
hasn't replaced their individual 
nationalism. Therefore, the Rus­ 
sians have reason to suspect Chi­ 
nese intentions, too. 
In 
any nuclear war between 
communism and the United States, 
Russia and this country, out of 
nuclear necessity, would have to 
concentrate on knocking each oth­ 
er out. 
Both would be flattened, along 
with Western Europe. 
Red China, because it is not a 
nuclear force, would probably be 
untouched in the missile exchange. 
The West wouldn’t want to use up 
on China missiles which might be 
needed to eliminate Russia. 
And even if the Chinese got hit, 
they could afford to lose more 
people than the Russians since 
they have about three times as 
many. 
When the fires on two continents 
died down, the Chinese, compara­ 
tively untouched or untouched al­ 
together, would be the dominant 
force in East and West. 
It doesn't take brains to figure 
that out and the Rursians aren't 
stupid. 
Khrushchev and Mao in their 
letter exchange laid dowm four 
main points for discussion—if they 
met. 
Oddly enough, both put Commu­ 
nist unity last although it might 
be supposed they’d put unity above 
everything if they took the trouble 


to get together to discus* whit 
disunited them. 
While the Chinese put “ strategy 
and tactics of the revolution in 
the contemporary w’orld 
first on 
the agenda of a summit meeting, 
the Russians’ No. I item was 
strengthening the Communist ef­ 
fort to convert the world. 
Khrushchev 
refused 
to 
make 
any change in his cold war strate­ 
gy, wrhich is what irked the Chi­ 
nese in the first place. Khrush­ 
chev saw no reason to revise his 
“peaceful coexistence” line. 
“ Revolutions are quite possible 
without w. .s,” he instructed Mao. 
Ifs unlikely that any Western 
leader has been ninny enough to 
think Khrushchev’s “peaceful co­ 
existence” means he wants to be 
a good neighbor or even that by 
peace he means an absence of 
war. 
About the only meaning which 
could be placed on his words—

Ohio Congressmen Wonder 
Who Will Run for Senate 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The poli­ 
tical question most intriguing to 
Ohio members of Congress is: 
Who, from their state, will run 
for the Senate next year? 
Although no one, including in­ 
cumbent Sen. Stephen M. Young, 
D-Ohio, has announced, the ques­ 
tion affects virtually every move 
made by members of Congress 
from both parties. 
An example is the recent ex­ 
change between Sen. Frank J. 
Lausche, Cleveland Democrat re­ 
elected last year to a new six- 
year term, and Rep. William H. 
Ayres, Akron Republican. 
The two were attending a social 
f u n c t i o n w’hen Ayres asked 
Lausche to pose with a Japanese 
girl in connection with Washing­ 
ton's annual Cherry Blossom Fes­ 
tival. 
The conversation went like this: 
Ayres: “Senator, will you pose 
for a picture with this Japanese 
girl?’’ 
Lausche: “Why don't you pose 
with her?” 
Ayres: “Well both pose” 
Lausche: “Are you running?” 
Lausche didn’t get an answer, 
but Ayres is among several Re­ 
publicans mentioned as possible 
opponents for Young—if Young de­ 
cides to run again. 
Among other potential Republi­ 
can candidates are Rep. Robert 
Taft Jr., son of the late “ Mr. Re­ 
publican,” and Rep. Oliver P. 
Bolton. 
Young hasn’t said whether he 
will slam! for reelection. 
A vital factor in the decision 
of the Republican Senate hopefuls 
is whether the Ohio Legislature 
will redistrict the state to elimin­ 
ate the at-large seat to which Taft 
was elected. 
lf the legislature does not re­ 
district, and if Taft decides to run 
for the Senate. Ayres and Bolton 
could conceivably run for the at- 
large post to build up a little state­ 
wide prestige to take a crack at 
Lausche's seat in 1968.

NEW YORK (AP) - I have 
every reason in the world to look 
forward to the 1963 baseball sea­ 
son with great optimism. 
Never has our national game 
been healthier nor more popular 
with the people of our country 
than last year.

boats have arrived, or are head­ 
ing toward, the 7th Coast Guard 
District 
which 
includes 
Florida 
and Puerto Rico. 
These will augment a force of 
four larger ships, IO patrol boats, 
22 smair craft, and 18 planes al­ 
ready in the district. 
“This action is being taken to; 
strengthen 
the 
enforcement

raiding vessels,” the Coast Guard 
said. 
The laws concern licenses re­ 
quired for the export of arms and 
ammunition, cargo regulations for
